From the Information available, It would appear numerous 
r . unaccounted for copies of tills photograph were readily available 
.‘V '-In Dallas, Texas, shortly after thci assassination of President 
'• Kennody. It also would appear this photograph, as well as other 
photographs relating to Loo Harvey Oswald, was made available for 
Gale through representatives of Mrs. Marina Oswald.- 

Inasmuch as Hr. -Martin line been questioned by you con- 
cerning this particular photograph, no reinterview of him concerning 
■ ' . .this matter is contemplated by this Bureau. Tour request to have 

Hr. Ken Murray of "Tho Detroit Free Proas" Interviewed , . as contained
